Here in the Parliament holden at Weſtminſter in the trim, yeere of 
the reigne of the late King, of moſt famong memoꝛie King Henry the 
eight, Father to our moſt Gracious Souereigne Lady the Quecnes 
c Y Maieſtie, there was an Acte and Statute made touching and con⸗ 
eetrning the ſowing of Flare ſeede and Hempe ſeede, by which Itt and 
© Y| Statute it was then oꝛdeyned and pꝛouided, that all maner ok per⸗ 
ſons of what eſtate, degree oꝛ condition they be of, hauing in their oc⸗ 
cupation lx. Acres of arable land o2 paſture,o2 lx. Acres of arable land 
and paſture being apt for tillage,ſhould peerely for euer at their p2opcr 
coſtes and charges, till ſowe, oꝛ cauſe to be tilled ⁊ ſowen in ſcaſona⸗ 
ble time, one Roode, that is to lav, the fourth part of one Acre ofthe land being in their occupation, with 
Lineleede, other wiſe called Flare ſeede, oꝛ Hempe ſeede, oz with both, to be ſo wen in one place, oꝛ in ſeue⸗ 
rall places at their pleaſures, vpon paine of fozfaiture ot iii.g.iiii.d. which Acte and Statute was made 
to endure but fo: a certaine time, and after ſeuerall continuances thereof had, the ſame Acte and Sta⸗ 
tute was ſuffered to expire and determine, as by the ſame Acte moꝛe at large will avpcare. Ind where 
alſo at a Parliament holden at Meſtminſter, in the fifth yeereof the Queenes Maieſties reigne, there 
was another Acte and Statute made, intituled an Acte touching certeine politicke conſtitutions made 
foꝛ the mainteynance of the Rauie. Jn which Acte and Statute, amongeſt other thinges it was and is 
oꝛdeyned and pꝛouided, that in euery ſuch Countie of this Realme, oꝛ part ot ſuch Countie, where bp tie 
Queenes Maieſties Pꝛoclamation it ſhalbe publiſhed, the laid foꝛmer Act and Statute before recpted, 
to be commodious oꝛ pꝛofit able foꝛ the common wealth, that there the ſaid foꝛmer Statute, and cucry 
clauſe, article and pꝛouiſion therein conteyned, be and ſhalbe reuiued, and ſtand in full foꝛce and ſtrength, 
to be executed and perfourmed in all thinges (other then in the pꝛopoꝛtion ol a Roode oꝛ fourth part of an 
Acre, and in the paine of iii. g.iiii.d. by the laid fozmer Statute limitted.) In place whercofit is further 
oꝛdeyned and enacted, by the ſaid laſt recyted Statute, that in cuery caſe and degree, where by the {aide 
foꝛmer Statute, one Roode oꝛ fourth part of an Acre is limitted to be ſowen with Lineſcede,otherwiſe 
Flare ſeede, oꝛ Hempe ſeede, that there in liewe and ſteade ofthe ſaid Roode 02 fourth part of an Acre, one 
whole Acre oꝛ leſſe, as by the Pꝛoclamation in fourme atoꝛeſaid ſhalbe limitted, ſhalbe ſowen with Linc- 
cede, otherwiſe Flare ſeede, 02 Hempe ſeede, vpon paine of foꝛfaiture of v. li. fox euer ſuch default oz 
offence, as by the laſt recyted Acte and Statute moꝛe at large it doth and may appeare. Wherekoꝛe the 
Queenes molt excellent Maieſtie, hauing a ſpeciall care to relieue her ownenaturall Subiectes, by ad- 
uauncing and increaſing ofthe commodities of this her Nealme of England, whereby her owne people 
may be the be! er able to liue in good and vertuous exerciſes, and calling to her remembꝛance the great 
commor.ccie and pꝛokite that py and come to very many of her ſaid louing Subliectes,by the re 
ui · ng of the ſaid foꝛmer Acte and Statute in all Shircs and Counties of this Realme, (which her 
Highneſſe, by ſeuerall Pꝛoclamations to be directed into euery Countie ofthis Realme, intendeth to doe, 


and thereby to limitte and appoint ſome certeine p2oportion of ground pecrelyto be ſowen with Line⸗ 


ſeede oꝛ Hempe ſcede, and a penaltie and foꝛfayture foꝛ not doing thereof, accozding to the authoꝛitie to 
her Highneſſe giuen by the ſaid laſt recytcd Acte and Statute )doeth therefoꝛe nowe by this her High⸗ 
neſſe Pꝛoclamation, declare and publiſh to al her louing Subiects within theſe her Highneſſe Counties 
and Shires, (namely of Barkeſhire, Bedfoꝛd ſhire, Buckingham ſhire, Cambꝛidge ſhire, the Ille of Elpe, 
Cheſhire , Darby ſhire , Doꝛcet ſhire, Eſſer, Gloceſter ſhire, Hartfoꝛd ſhire, Huntingdonſhire, Rente, 
Lankeſbire, Leyceſter ſhire, Lincolne ſhire, Middleſex, Noxfolke.No2thampton ſhire, Nottingam ſhire, 
Orto2d ſhire , Rutland ſhire , Somerſet ſhire, Southampton ſhire, Staffozd ſhire , Suffolke , Suſſer, 
$zOarwicke ſhire, ndiltſhire , ozceſter ſhire and Pozkeſhire,) the ſaid fozmer Acte and Statute before 
recyted , and made in the ſaid ſourc and twentieth ycere of the reigne of the ſayd late King Henry the 
eighth, her moſt noble father, to be commodious and pꝛofitable foꝛ the Common wealth, and to be 
executed, obſerued , and kept by all her Subiectes in all places thzoughout her Maieſties Shircs oz 
Counties afozeſayd. And further the Queenes Highneſſe, according to the authoꝛitie to her ginen by 
the ſaid laſt recyted Statute , doeth by this her Maieſties pꝛeſent Pꝛoclamation limitte and appoint, 
that in place and ſtead of the ſayd one Roode oz fourth part of an Acre, and of the ſayd penaltie and foꝛ⸗ 
faiture of tit. s. iii. d. menctoned and expꝛelſed in the ſayde foꝛmer Acte and Statute , that this preſent 
veere one halfe Acre, and after that, one Acre of land ſhall peerely be ſowen with Line ſeede, other wiſe 
Flare ſcede, oꝛ Hempe ſeede, oꝛ with both, vpon paine of foꝛfaiture of v. li. foꝛ euery default oz offence. 
And therekoꝛe her Highneſle doeth ſtraightly charge and commaund, and by this her Maieſties Pꝛocla⸗ 
mation doeth alſo limitte and appoint, that all maner of perſons, of what eſtate, condition, oꝛ degree they 
be of, within any the Counties afozcſaid, hauing in their owne occupation lx. Acres of ar able lande oꝛ 
Paſture, oꝛ lx. Acres of arable lande and Paſture in any place oz places within any the Counties afoze- 
ſaid, being apt foꝛ tillage, that they and enery of them ſhall peerely from hencefooꝛth foꝛ euer at their 
owne pꝛoper coſtes and charges till and ſo we, oꝛ cauſe to be tilled and ſowen in ſcaſonable time, without 
fraude oꝛ couin, one halfe Acre this pꝛelent peere, and after that, peerely once Acre ot lande, being in their 
occupation, with Lineſcede, otherwiſe called Flare ſeede, oꝛ Hempe ſcede, oꝛ with both. The laid one 
halfe Acre foꝛ this preſent peere, and after that, one Acre to be taken and ſowen in one place together oꝛ in 
ſeuerall places at their pleaſures, vpon paine of foꝛfaiture of v.li. fo: euery default oz offence hereafter to 
be committed oz ſuffered vw any perſon oꝛ perſons, contrary to the tenour, fourme, and effect of the ſaid loꝛ⸗ 
mer Act and Statute, and of this pꝛeſent Pꝛoclamation. woherekoꝛe her Highneſle doth further ſtraitiy 
charge and commaunde all her Juſtices of Aſſiſe, Juſtices of the Peace, Sheriffes, Bayliffeg, and all o⸗ 
ther her Officers and Mrniſters, that nowe be , oz hereafter ſhalbe within any the Counties afozeſayd, 
that they and euerp of them doe from henceforth cauſe diligent inquiſition to be made of all offences that 
hereafter ſhalbe committed oꝛ done by any perſon oꝛ perſons within any the Counties aſoꝛeſaid, con⸗ 
trary to the tenour and effect ofthe ſaid foꝛmer Act and Statute, and ofthis pzcſent Pzoclamation, 02 of 
any Article 02 clauſe therein conteyned, as they and euery of them will anſwere to the contrary at their 
perils.
